Construction  progressing  on  new  66,000  foot  wing  of  Creative,  Performing  Arts  Center 

Work  on  Creative  and  Performing  Arts  Center 
is  60  Percent  Complete;  Opening  Set  in  1982 


By  the  summer  of  1982,  four 
academic  departments— music,  art, 
dance  and  theatre-will  move  into 
the  new  Creative  and  Performing 
Arts  Center  at  Northwestern  State 
University. 

Construction  and  renovation 
work  on  the  $9.5  million  complex, 
one  of  the  few  facilities  of  its  kind 
ever  developed,  began  in  July  of 
1980.  The  project  is  presently  more 
than  60  percent  complete. 

The  complex,  which  is  scheduled 
to  become  fully  operational  by  the 
fall  semester  of  1982,  is  being 
constructed  to  accomodate  the 
university's  new  School  of  Creative 
and  Performing  Arts. 

Included  in  the  project  are 
renovations  and  additions  to  41- 
year  old  A.A.  Fredericks  Fine  Arts 
Center  Building.  A  new  66.000- 
square-foot  wing  to  house  the 
Department  of  Art  and  the  per- 
formance groups  of  the  Department 
of  Music  is  also  being  constructed. 
The  primary  feature  of  the  center 
will  be  a  1,500-seat  auditorium 
offering  continental  seating,  car- 
peted lobby,  hydraulic  orchestra  pit 
and  the  most  modern  staging, 
lighting  and  sound  equipment 
available. 

The  north  wing  of  the  Creative 
and  Performing  Arts  Center  will 
include  a  400-seat  concert  recital 
hall  housing  a  $200,000  pipe  organ 
and  rehearsal  halls  for  the 
university's  band,  orchestra  and 
choral  groups. 

Facilities  in  the  new  wing  for  the 
Art  Department  will  include  a  large 
art  gallery,  private  studios  for 
graduate  students,  a  sculpture 
exhibition  area,  student  exhibition 
area,  casting  facility,  photographic 
laboratory,  ceramics  laboratory  and 
foundry. 

The  renovated,  three-story  A.A. 
Fredericks  Fine  Arts  Center 
Building  will  house  classrooms,  a 
fine  arts  resource  library  and  faculty 
studios  for  the  Music  Department. 
Renovations  will  provide  the 
Department  of  Theatre  which  such 
facilities  as  costume  workshop,  a 
scene  construction  workshop  and 
three  performance  areas  including  a 
'oft  theatre  and  an  experimental 
theatre.

President  Rene  Bien  venu  Will  Retire  on  January  31 


Dr.  Rene  J.  Bienvenu,  who  has 
served  since  1978  a?  the  I3th 
president  of  Northwestern  State 
University,  has  announced  he  will 
retire  from  the  position  Jan.  31, 
1981. 

Bienvenu's  announcement  was 
made  July  31  during  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  State  Board 
of  Trustees  for  Colleges  and 
Universities  in  Baton  Rouge. 

A  search  committee  to  fmd  a 
sucessor  to  Bienvenu  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  search  committee  established 
an  Oct.  15  deadline  for  receiving 
applications  for  the  presidency,  and 
a  new  president  will  probably  be 
appointed  in  December. 

in  his  retirement  announcement 
the  NSU  president  said.  "On 
Jan.31,  I  will  have  served  for  four 
full  years  as  president  of  Nor- 
thwestern, and  it  is  my  sincere 
feeling  that  most  of  the  goals  that  1 
established  upon  assuming  the 
presidency  have  been  ac- 
complished." 

He  added, '  'There  has  been 
substantial  progress  in  academic 
and  athletic  programs  and  in 
university  operations  in  general.  1 
have  been  in  higher  education  for  31 
years  and  feel  that  retirement  is 
appropriate  at  this  time  to  allow  me 
to  devote  more  time  to  my  family 
and  other  interests." 

During  Bienvenu's  ad- 
ministration, which  officially  began 
with  his  innauguration  on  Feb.  1, 
1978,  numerous  physical  im- 
provements have  been  realized. 

Northwestern 's  athletic  complex 
was  completed  with  renovations  to 
Prather  Coliseum  and  the  lighting 
for  night  baseball  at  Stroud  Field. 
Also    completed    under    his    ad- 


ministration was  the  $1.3  million 
outdoor  recreation  complex  for 
students. 

Construction  is  presently  more 
than  60  percent  complete  on  a  $9.5 
million  complex  to  accomodate  the 
university's  new  School  of  Creative 
and     Performing     Arts.  Nor- 

thwestern has  also  purchased  2.9 
acres  of  property  in  Shreveport  for  a 
new  College  of  Nursing  facility,  for 
which  bids  will  be  accepted  prior  to 
Bienvenu's  retirement. 

The  first  phase  of  a  new  electrical 
distribution  system  and  sewage 
collection  system  has  been  im- 
plemented under  Bienvenu's 
leadership,  and  bids  will  be  accepted 
soon  for  a  computer  controlled 
energy  management  system. 

Plans  and  specificationshavebeen 
completed  for  the  expansion  of  the 
NSU  campus  at  Fort  Polk  and  for 
converting  Caddo  Hall  into  a 
married  students  residence  hall. 
The  university  is  also  in  the  process 
of  installing  new  air  conditioning 
chillers  and  a  cooling  tower  for 
Sabine  Hall  and  Iberville  Dining 
Hall. 

In  the  area  of  academics, 
Bienvenu's  administration  created  a 
School  of  Creative  and  Performing 
Arts,  a  Department  of  Mass 
Communications  and  a  Department 
of     Special     Education.  The 

Department  of  Psychology  was 
restructured  and  assigned  to  the 
College  of  Science  and  Technology, 
and  recreated  were  academic 
departments  for  educational 
psychology  and  educational  ser- 
vices, history  and  agriculture.  Also 
established  was  a  division  for 
computer  science,  and  the 
University  College  was  changed  to 
the  College  of  Basic  Studies  and 


Academic  Services. 

Bienvenu  placed  the  first  dean  and 
provost  at  the  NSU-Forl  Polk 
campus.  He  also  appointed  a 
director  and  coordinator  of 
academic  services  for  Central 
Louisiana  at  the  NSU  campus  at 
England  Air  Force  Base. 

Established  on  the  NSU  campus 
since  Bienvenu  became  president 
were  such  facilities  as  the  Lignite 
Research  and  Development  In- 
stitute. Louisiana  Folklife  Center 
and  the  Center  for  History  of 
Louisiana  Education.  Acquired  by 
the  university  was  Bayou  Folk 
Museum  in  Cloutierville. 

Several  academic  programs  have 
received       professional  ac- 

creditations, including  initial  ac- 
creditation for  the  university's 
veterinai-y  technology  program  and 
the  Department  of  Sociology.  The 
College  of  Education's  un- 
dergraduate, master's  and  specialist 
programs  were  re-accredited,  while 
full  accreditation  for  baccalaureate 
and  master's  degree  programs  in  the 
College  of  Nursing  was  received. 
Also  receiving  evaluations  and 
approvals  were  all  of  the  univer- 
sity's off-campus  programs. 

One  of  the  academic  highlights  of 
Bienvenu's  tenure  as  president  came 
last  year  when  the  Louisiana  Board 
of  Regents  awarded  a  com- 
mendation of  excellence  to  Nor- 
thwestern's  master  of  science 
program  in  microbiology. 

Adding  academic  prestige  to 
Northwestern  was  the  creation  of 
the  NSU  Press,  and  to  enhance 
public  relations  with  the  community 
a  night  college  offering  numerous 
non-credit  programs  was  developed 
by    the    Center     for     Continuing 


Education    and    Community    Ser- 
vices. 

Bienvenu's  administration  is  also 
responsible  for  Normal  Hill,  the 
oldest  part  of  the  NSU  campus 
which  is  noted  for  its  natural  beauty 
and  historically-significant 
buildings,  being  placed  on  the 
National  Register  for  Historic 
Places. 

Bienvenu,  who  was  appointed 
acting  president  of  NSU  in  1977. 
was  a  faculty  member  and  ad- 
ministrator at  NSU  for  27  years 
before  serving  briefly  as  assistant 
dean  of  the  School  of  Allied  Health 
at  the  Louisiana  State  University 
Medical  Center  in  Shreveport,  the 
position  he  held  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed acting  president  of  Nor- 
thwestern. 

Before  moving  to  the  LSU 
position,  Bienvenu  was  dean  of  the 
College  of  Science  and  Technology 
at  Northwestern  for  10  years  and 
was  chairman  of  the  NSU 
Department  of  Microbiology  from 
1960  to  1967. 

A  native  of  colfax.  Bienvenu  has 
served  as  a  microbiologist  at 
Confederate  Memorial  Hospital  in 
Shreveport  and  as  a  chemist  for 
Leiand  Hamner  Company  in 
Houston  before  joining  the  NSU 
faculty  in  1950. 

Recently  elected  president  of  the 
State  Colleges  and  Universities 
President's  Council.  Bienvenu  holds 
membership  in  a  number  of 
professional,  honorary  and  civic 
organizations,  including  the 
American  Society  for  Microbiology, 
Louisiana  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Beta  Beta  Beta.Sigma  Xi,  Phi  Kappa 
Phi  and  Phi  Eta  Sigma.

Norihwestern's  Department  of 
Educational  Psychology  and 
Student  Services  was  created  in 
1980.  Dr.  Robert  Alosi,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education,  has  served  as 
acting  department  chairman  for  the 
past  year. 

The  academic  department  in- 
includes  such  areas  as  educational 
psychology,  student  personnel 
services,  rehabilitation  counseling 
and  guidance  and  counseling. 
Master  of  Arts  degree  programs  are 
offered  in  student  personnel  services 
and  rehabilitation  counseling.

He  was  awarded  the  Doctor  of 
Education  degree  from  the 
University  of  Alabama. 

Ivy  Appointed 

Dr.  W.  Fred  Ivy  has  been  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  Northwestern 's 
new  Department  of  Special 
Education,  according  to  NSU 
president  Dr.  Rene  Bienvenu. 

The  Department  of  Special 
Education  at  NSU  offers  10 
programs  of  specialization  at  the 
baccalaureate,  master's  and 
specialist  degree  levels.  Programs 
are  available  in  speech  and  hearing, 
early  childhood  handicapped,  gifted 
and  talented,  severe/profound 
mentally  handicapped, 

mild/moderate  disabilities, 
adolescent  handicapped,  deaf 
education,  assessment  teaching  and 
special  education  administration, 
emotional  disturbance  and  learning 
disabihties. 

In  addition  to  administering 
academic  programs  in  special 
education,  the  department  also 
provides  a  special  education 
resource  team  which  offers  con- 
sultations and  testing  services  to 
school  systems  in  surrounding 
parishes. 

Before  joining  the  NSU  faculty. 
Ivy  served  as  an  assistant  professor 
of  education  and  coordinator  of 
learning  disabilities  programs  at 
Valdosu  State  College  in  Georgia. 


Hall 
Library  Director 

Dr.  William  Charles  Buchanan 
has  been  appointed  director  of 
Eugene  P.  Watson  Memorial 
Library  at  Northwestern. 

Before  joining  the  Northwestern 
faculty,  Buchanan  served  for  two 
years  as  assistant  professor  of 
library  science  at  East  Carolina 
University  and  for  one  year  as  an 
assistant  professor  of  educational 
media  at  the  University  of  Central 
Arkansas  in  Conway. 

His  professionjil  library  ex- 
perience includes  five  years  as 
director  of  the  library  at  George 
Corley  Wallace  State  Community 
College  in  Selma,  Ala.,  one  year  as 
acting  head  librarian  at  Southern 
Union  State  Junior  College  in 
Wadley,  Ala.,  one  year  as  assistant 
librarian  at  Faulkner  State  Junior 
College  in  Bay  Minette,  Ala.,  and 
one  year  as  elementary  school 
librarian  at  the  Mountain  View 
School  in  Rossville,  Ga.

Buchanan  holds  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  English  from  Belmont 
College,  master's  degree  in 
educational  administration  from 
Middle  Tennessee  State  University, 
master's  degree  in  library  science 
from  Louisiana  State  University  and 
the  doctoral  degree  in  educational 
media  and  library  science  from 
LSU. 

NSF  Grant 

Northwestern  has  received  a 
$160,578  grant  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  to  provide 
computer-assisted  instruction  for 
students  in  science  and  technology 
curricula. 

Directed  by  Dr.  Edward  W. 
Graham,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Science  and  Technology  at  NSU,  the 
grant  provides  for  the  development 
of  accompanying  course  materials. 

'*This  computer-assisted  in- 
structional system  will  not  replace 
the  personal  commitment  of  the 
faculty  to  the  students  but  rather 
will  supplement  and  extend  the 
more  conventional  lecture  system," 
said  Graham. 

**In  addition  to  this  effort  to 
provide  the  most  effective 
educational  technology  for  our 
students,"  adds  the  NSU  dean,  "we 
will  seek  to  have  all  graduates  of  our 
programs  competent  in  the  use  of 
computers." 

Graham  said  funds  are  also 
available  for  student  assistants  in 
the  computer-assisted  instructional 
program. 


Crossno  Ivy 

New  President 

Dr.  Virginia  Lee  Crossno. 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Home  Economics  at  Northwestern, 
has  been  installed  as  president  of  the 
Louisiana  Vocational  Association. 

The  Louisiana  Vocational 
Association  is  a  statewide 
organization  which  includes  sections 
for  agriculture,  vocational  home 
economics,  trade  and  industry, 
guidance,  industrial  arts,  business 
educational  and  vocational 
supervisors. 

In  the  LVA's  section  for 
vocational  home  economics,  Dr 
Crossno  has  served  as  treasurer, 
vice-president,  president  and 
newsletter  editor. 


Grant  Received 

A  Northwestern  physicist  has 
been  awarded  a  $20,339  grant  for 
the  first  phase  of  a  two-year  project 
focusing  on  a  comprehensive 
compilation  of  x-ray  production 
cross  sections  in  elements  ranging 
from  helium  to  uranium. 

The  study  by  Dr.  Gregory 
Lapicki,  assistant  professor  of 
physics,  is  being  funded  by  the 
Office  of  Standard  Reference  Data 
in  the  National  Bureau  of  Stan- 
dards. 

Lapicki  said  the  project  revolves 
around  K-shell  ionization  by 
hydrogen  and  helium  ions.  The  K- 
shell,  he  said,  is  the  intermost  shell 
from  which  the  x-ray  may  come. 

The  NSU  physicist  stated  that  his 
project  includes  updating  previous 
compilations  based  on  experimental 
measurement  and  comparing  the 
findings  with  the  theory  developed 
by  Lapicki  and  Werner  Brand  of 
New  York  University. 

Harper  Workshop 

Dr.  Grady  Harper,  art  professor 
at  Northwestern,  will  be  the  artist 
and  instructor  for  a  weekend 
watercolor  workshop  and  one-man 
watercolor  exhibition  Oct.  2-4  at 
historic  Walnut  Grove  Plantation 
House  in  Cheneyville. 

The  NSU  Art  Department  and 
Walnut  Grove  Plantation,  which  is 
listed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places,  are  sponsoring  the 
exhibition  and  workshop  for 
beginners  as  well  as  advanced 
watercolor  artists. 

Harper,  well  known  for  his 
Louisiana  landscape  and  historic 
plantation  scenes,  said  participants 
in  the  three-day  workshop  will  be 
involved  in  on-site  paintings  of  local 
landscape     sites    and     scenes     of

Workshop  hours  will  be  6:30  p.m, 
to  9:30  p.m.  on  Friday  Oct.  2.  and  9 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday.  Oct.  3-4.  The  fee  will  be 
$60  which  includes  the  cost  of 
workshop  instruction  and  a  tour  of 
Walnut  Grove  Plantation  House. 

Rodeo  Scholarship 

A  $  1 ,000-a-year  rodeo 
scholarship  has  been  etablished  ai 
Northwestern  by  Joseph  S.  Sliman, 
a  native  of  Eunice  and  1976  NSU 
graduate. 

The  Joseph  S.  Sliman  Rodeo 
Scholarship,  valued  at  $500  a 
semester,  is  to  be  awarded  each  year 
to  a  freshman  woman  competing  on 
Northwestern *s  rodeo  team  in  the 
National  Intercollegiate  Rodeo 
Assocation. 

Recipients  of  the  scholarship 
must  major  in  one  of  the  four-year 
degree  programs  offered  by  the 
university's  Department  of 
Agriculture.  They  must  also  be 
competing  members  of  Nor- 
thwestern's  NIRA  rodeo  team  both 
semesters  of  their  freshman  year. 

Applicants  for  the  rodeo 
scholarship  must  have  maintained  at 
least  a  *'B"  average  during  their 
high  school  academic  careers.

Watson  Memorial  Library. 

The  gift  was  given  to  the 
university  by  Edwin  L.  McClung  III 
and  David  M.  McClung  of  Nat- 
chitoches and  Evelyn  McClung 
Olivier  of  Arnaudville  in  memory  of 
Professor  Byrd,  who  was  their 
maternal  grandfather. 

The  McClung-Byrd  Collection,  as 
the  gift  is  now  known,  contains 
many  of  Professor  Byrd's  creative 
works,  such  as  his  short  stories  and 
articles  on  a  variety  of  subjects . 
Histories  of  the  Byrd,  Wingfield 
and  other  families  are  also  included 
in  the  extensive  collection. 

Posters  Donated 
to  NSU  Center 

A  set  of  four  calligraphic  posters 
made  a  half  century  ago  for  use  in  a 
one-room  schoolhouse  has  been 
donated  to  Northwestern 's  Center 
for  the  History  of  Lousiana 
Education. 

Rules  for  reading  as  well  as 
written  and  oral  languages  are  the 
themes  of  the  artifacts  which  were 
given  to  the  university  by  Mrs. 
Susan  Smith,  a  first  grade  teacher  at 
M.R.  Weaver  Elementary  School  in 
Natchitoches. 

Mrs.  Smith  said  the  large  posters 
were  made  by  her  grandfather, 
Henry  Robinson,  for  his  daughter, 
Margaret  Robson  Owen,  to  use  for 
her  first  classroom  at  Janie  School 
in  southern  Natchitoches  Parish 
"either  in  the  late  '20$  or  the  early 
'30V" 

Mrs.  Maxine  Southerland, 
director  of  the  Center  for  the 
History  of  Louisiana  Education, 
said  the  posters  will  be  framed  and 
displayed  in  the  one-room  St . 
Nichols  Schoolhouse  that  is  now 
located  near  Caldwell  Hall  on  the 
NSU  campus. 


Professor  Byrd's  correspondence 
with  such  noted  historians  as 
Reuben  Gold  Thwaits,  Dunbar 
Rowland  and  J.  Fair  Hardin  are 
included  in  the  collection  along  with 
his  pamphlets  and  clippings  dealing 
with  education,  Natchitoches, 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College 
history  and  the  Natchez  Trace. 

**This  is  a  rich  collection  that 
covers  more  than  just  the  life  of 
Professor  Byrd,"  said  Mrs.  Carol 
Wells,  assistant  archivist  at  NSU. 
"It  has  copies  of  early  documents, 
photographs,  wills  and  numerous 
pieces  of  family  business  and 
professional  correspondence." 

Mrs.  Wells  added,  *'This 
collection  should  prove  a  valuable 
source  of  information  for  historians 
and  genealogists." 

Professor  Byrd  received  his 
undergraduate  and  master's  degrees 
from  Tulane  University.  He  served 
as  superintendent  of  city  schools  in 
Ballinger,  Tex., from  1906 to  1910,  in 
Amarillo,  Tex.,  in  1910-14, 
Kosciusco,  Miss.,  in  1914-18  and  in 
Brookhaven,  Miss.,  in  1918-22. 

He  joined  the  Enghsh  faculty  in 
the  fall  of  1922  as  an  associate 
professor  and  served  as  professor 
and  chairman  of  the  department 
from  1932  until  his  retirement  in  the 
spring  of  1935.

Demons  Will  Take-On  East  Texas  For  Homecoming 


Norlhweslern  Slaie  will  be  playing  its  fourth 
straight  opponent  from  the  Lone  Star  Conference 
in  the  annual  Homecoming  game  this  year  when 
they  host  East  Texas  State  on  October  3. 

The  Demons  opened  the  season  with  a  32-20 
loss  to  defending  national  champion  Boise  State. 
Despite  that  opening  loss  head  Coach  A.  L. 
Williams  feels  his  team  will  have  a  good  season.  It 
was  a-breakdown  in  the  punting  game  that  allowed 
for  two  Boise  Slate  touchdowns  and  a  pass  in- 
terception was  the  third  touchdown.  Other  than 
that  the  Demon  defense  allowed  just  four  field 
goals. 

"Early  in  the  season  we  hurt  ourselves  w-h 
mistakes."  said  Williams.  "But  those  were 
mistakes  that  we  could  correct.  We  have  the 
ability  to  have  a  great  season,  if  we  can  slay 
together  and  stay  away  from  injuries.*' 

In  the  first  game  along  the  Demons  lost  two 
players  for  almost  half  the  season.  Tommy 
Rushing  injured  a  knee  and  is  out  for  the  season 
while  freshman  tailback  LeRoy  Ellis  suffered  a 
severely  sprained  ankle  and  hasn't  played  since. 
Still,  the  Demons  managed  to  bomb  Angelo  State 
59-26  in  the  second  game. 


The  strong  points  for  the  Demons  this  season  on 
offense  are  at  the  quarterback  and  receiving 
positions  where  a  number  of  veterans  returned 
from  last  seasons  8-3  team.  Junior  quarterback 
Bobby  Heberl  passed  for  1,828  yards  a  year  ago 
and  he  has  prime  targets  to  throw  to  in  Victor 
Oatis,  James  Bennett  and  Jerry  Wheeler.  The 
back-up  support  is  also  good  with  seniors  Walter 
Mays  and  Mark  Duper  and  sophomore  Terry  Joe 
Ramsey. 

The  defense  this  year  is  led  by  a  pair  of  solid 
linebackers.  Bruce  McCreary  and  Gary  Reasons. 
McCreary  is  a  junior  who  started  all  of  last  year 
until  being  injured  with  three  games  left  to  play. 
Reasons  is  just  a  sophomore  who  made  a  name  for 
himself  last  year  and  then  was  named  as 
"Defensive  Player  of  the  Week"  in  the  first  game 
this  year. 

Defensive  tackles  Edward  Orgeron  and  Bud 
Snodgrass  were  also  starters  a  year  ago  while 
noseguard  Freeman  Thomas,  a  sophomore  from 
Natchitoches  has  been  very  impressive  so  far. 
Juniors  David  Grappe  and  Sam  Jenkins,  three 
year  starters,  have  also  looked  good  at  the  op- 
posite ends  of  the  defensive  line. 


While  the  Demons  have  played  the  early  part  of 
the  schedule  against  Lone  Star  Conference  teams 
from  Texas,  the  final  five  games  of  the  season  will 
be  against  teams  from  Louisiana. 

The  Demons  will  have  a  week  to  prepare  for 
always-strong  McNeese  State  after  facing  East 
Texas  Stale  and  will  then  have  an  open  dale  before 
the  annual  State  Fair  Classic  in  Shreveport  with 
Louisiana  Tech. 

Following  those  two  games  the  Demons  will 
play  at  Southeastern  Louisiana  and  at  Nicholls 
State  on  consecutive  weekends,  have  a  week  off, 
and  then  close  the  season  with  a  home  game 
against  Northeast  Louisiana. 

"Our  fans  in  Natchitoches  and  around  the  state 
of  Louisiana  will  have  a  good  chance  to  see  us  play 
for  the  rest  of  the  season."  stated  Williams  about 
the  final  five  games.  "McNeese  State  and  Nor- 
theast will  be  two  very  good  football  teams  that 
visit  Natchitoches  later  in  the  season.  The  game 
with  Tech  is  always  tough  and  fans  in  the 
Southern  part  of  the  state  will  have  a  chance  to  see 
us  at  either  Southeastern  or  Nicholls  State." 

At  halftime  of  the  final  game  of  the  season 
against  Northeast  Louisiana  Northwestern  trainer 
Eugene  Christmas  will  be  honored. 


Purple  W  Back  on  Campus;  Dedicated  to  Gilson 


An  old,  cherished  tradition 
returned  to  Northwestern  State 
University  this  fail  when  the 
Demons  opened  the  home  football 
season  against  Angelo  Slate 
liniversily.  At  halftime  ceremonies 
a  large  purple  "N"  was  unveiled 
atop  Harry  "Rags"  Turpin 
Stadium. 

Previously  a  large  purple  "N" 
had  been  located  atop  the  old 
Northwestern  campus  water  lower. 
When  campus  expansion  forced  Ihe 
water  lower  to  be  moved,  the  purple 
"N"  was  not  mounted  anywhere 
else  on  campus. 

The  New  "N"  is  now  located  atop 
Ihe  press  facility  al  Turpin  Stadium. 
The  "N"  is  12  feel  high  and  10  feel 
wide.  II  is  constructed  of  plexiglass 
with  a  porcelain  and  enamel  trim 
and  will  be  illuminated  with 
fluorescent  lights.  It  is  designed  to 
be  seen  from  every  section  of  the 
campus  and  from  miles  away  from 
the  university. 

The  new  "N"  has  been  dedicated 
to  the  late  E.H.  Gilson.  Gilson  was 
a  member  of  Ihe  1939  undefeated 
Demon  football  learn  and  was  a 
dedicated  alumnus.  Gilson  served  as 


president  of  the  Graduate  N  Club 
and  Alumni  Association  and  was 
long  active  in  Northwestern  Booster 
Clubs  and  other  organizations 
which  supported  Ihe  university. 
Johnnie  Emmons,  secretary  of  Ihe 
Northwestern  Graduate  N  Club  who 
speerheaded  Ihe  drive  for  Ihe  purple 
"N"  landmark,  says  the  "N"  has 
special  meaning  to  alumni.  "It  is 
something  Ihal  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  university  can  relate  to 
anytime  Ihey  see  it,"  commented 
Emmons.  "I  think  it  has  special 
meaning  because  it  is  dedicated  to 
E.H.  Gilson.  He  was  an  outstanding 
athlete  al  Northwestern  and  he  was 
always  trying  to  help  the  university 
in  anyway  he  could  as  an  alumnus." 

Funds  for  the  construction  and 
mounting  of  Ihe  purple  "N"  were 
raised  from  contributions  by  former 
athletes  and  other  alumni.  "The 
kind  of  response  thai  we  had  for  Ihe 
construction  of  this  project  only 
shows  thai  alumni  from  all  around 
thought  it  was  a  great  for  the 
university,"  added  Emmons.  "It 
had  great  meaning  to  me  when  I  saw 
it  unveiled  for  the  first  time."

Six  former  Northwestern  State  athletes  vrill  be  inducted  into  the  Nor- 
thwestern Graduate  N  Club  Hall  of  Fame  as  part  of  the  activities  during 
Homecoming  weekend. 

The  six  new  members  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  include  J. A.  Rockhold.  Roland 
Migues.  Tommy  Stewart.  James  Wyatt,  Sammy  Joe  Odom  and  Jerry  Burton. 

J. A.  Rockhold  was  an  all  around  athlete  at  Northwestern  from  1929 
through  1932.  He  participated  in  football,  baseball,  track  and  tennis  As  a 
fullback  and  hnebacker  in  football  Rockhold  once  caught  14  passes  in  one 
game.  As  a  tennis  player  his  senior  year  he  played  doubles  with  Carl  Maddox 
now  the  athletic  director  al  Mississippi  Slate.  His  career  batting  average  iii 
baseball  was .  342  and  he  ran  both  the  mile  and  two  mile  in  track 

Roland  Migues  was  a  standout  football  player  for  the  Demons  from  1937- 

40.  Migues  scored  at  least  one  touchdown  each  year  in  the  State  Fair  game  with 

iSJI'c^^  T-      ^S'*  *^  honorable  mention  All-American  as  a  sophomore.  In 

Vl^  J"^  ^^""^^  ''^'^  '^'Kues  as  the  best  back  they  faced.  East  Texas 

will  be  the  homeconung  opponent  for  the  Demons  this  year. 


Tommy  Stewart  pitched  for  the  Northwestern  baseball  teams  from  1968 
through  1 97 1 .  His  name  is  still  in  the  baseball  record  books  for  most  games  in 
a  career,  most  games  started,  mostcomplele  games  and  most  innings  pitched. 

James  Wyatt  played  basketball  for  the  Demons  from  1965-1969.  He  is  the 
leading  all-time  rebounder  with  1 ,549  rebounds  in  his  career  and  ranks  second 
on  the  all-time  scoring  list  vrith  1,874.  Wyatt  grabbed  30  rebounds  in  a  single 
game  three  times  in  his  career,  the  only  Demon  ever  to  get  that  many  in  a  single 
game. 

Sammy  Joe  Odom  was  also  a  Demon  football  player,  competing  in  1962  and 
I%3.  He  was  all-conference  and  All-American  in  1962  and  was  the  NSU  Most 
Valuable  Defensive  Lineman.  The  following  year  he  was  All-American.  team 
captain.  Most  Valuable  Offensive  Lineman  and  was  MVP  in  the  Northwe- 
stern-Tech game.  Odom  played  with  the  Houston  Oilers  in  1964  and  1965. 

Burton  was  also  a  standout  football  player  at  Northwestern  and  he  is 
currently  the  head  footbaU  coach  at  Byrd  High  School  in  Shreveport. 


Demon  Basketball  Practice  Sessions  Begin  October

Northwestern  State  basketball 
coach  Wayne  Yales  will  begin  his 
second  season  as  the  Demon  head 
coach  when  practice  officially  opens 
on  October  15.  Six  lettermen, 
including  three  returning  starters, 
are  expected  to  be  on  hand  for  that 
opening  day. 

"I  think  we  will  be  a  better  team 
than  we  were  a  year  ago,'*  stated 
Yates  early  in  the  fall.  *'We  have 
some  good  experience  coming  back 
and  those  kids  are  now  familiar  with 
what  we  are  doing. 

Along  with  the  returning  players 
Vales  and  assistant  Coach  Dwain 
Roark  will  have  a  number  of  high 
school  and  junior  college  recruits  on 
hand  that  could  offer  immediate 
help. 

"We  feel  we  had  a  very  good  year 
recruiting,"  added  Yates.  *'But  you 
never  know  until  practice  gets 
started  and  you  can  work  with  the 
kids.  Some  will  take  time  to  adjust 
and  others  hopefully  will  be  able  to 
help  us  right  away." 

The  Demons  return  their  leading 
scorer  from  a  year  ago  in  senior 
guard  Wayne  Waggoner.  Last  year 
the  6-3  Waggoner  led  the  team  with 


a  15.9  scoring  average  while  earning 
honors  on  the  alt  conference  and  all- 
tournament  teams  in  the  Trans 
America  Conference. 

Other  returning  starters  include 
forward  Earnest  Reliford  and  guard 
Melvin  Youngblood.  Reliford,  a  6- 
7  senior  from  Ashland,  came  on 
strong  at  the  end  of  last  season. 
"The  way  Earnie  ended  last  year 
makes  me  think  big  things  could  be 
in  store  for  him,"  admitted  Yates. 
"He  has  the  talent.  If  he  makes  up 
his  mind  to  play  he  can  be  a  big  plus 
for  us." 

Youngblood  was  a  partiime 
starter  last  season  as  a  freshman  and 
his  added  experience  should  help 
this  time  around.  He  will  be  aided 
by  other  veterans  such  as  Harry 
Francis.  Jerry  Lynch  and  Jerry 
Harris. 

The  biggest  addition  to  the  team 
could  be  Johnny  Martin.  Martin 
transferred  to  Northwestern  last 
year  and  after  sitting  out  one  season 
is  now  ready  to  play.  "Johnny  is 
really  going  to  help  us.  He  is  a  big 
player  with  college  experience  and  1 
think  he  will  be  a  very  big  asset  for 
us  inside,"  said  Yates.

With  only  a  7-5  record  after  12 
games  last  season  it  didn't  look  like 
a  banner  year  was  in  store  for  the 
Lady  Demons,  but  the  team  only 
lost  to  national  champion  Louisiana 
Tech  and  highly  regarded  Stephen 
F.  Austin,  in  final  18  games. 

"We  peaked  at  the  right  time  last 
season.  After  Christmas  we  just 
started  playing  a  little  belter  each 
game",  noted  head  Coach  Pat 
Pierson.  "We  have  good  experience 
returning  this  year  and  we  are  really 
looking  forward  to  getting  started."
